©uiritia, found in the neſt of a Japwing, is ſaid to diſcnyer ſeerers, 
being layed upon the breaſt , when a ſleep:So A lbert, Luanaros, 
cauſcth milk, and helps againſt dainger, ſo Albert. Mag, Suetings be- 
ing rubbed draweth chaffe, if worne, it cauſerh chaſtity, driverh a- 
way ſerpents,and facilitates the birth, ſo Albert.Virites, if not gently 
handled, it burneth the hand : So Albert. Mag, Burt theſe are the 
ſrivolous and ſuperſtitions vertues, that many of the Anrients artrj- 
bute to ſtnnes, which are not hete elated, as if credited ; bur rather 
to ſatisfy the curieus reader by way of Syntagmaticall Hyſtory. Toad- 

one, by. gentle ſtroaking er touching rakerh away, the ſwelling, in- 
ammation, or paine from any wound , made by venimous crea- 
Lures, and preſently draweth out the poyſon. The ſame if true, and 
held necre unto a toad, ſhe will preſently proffer to take it, ſo weck, 
3t may be eo!, by putting a toad into a perforated purſe, and ſo lea- 
ving her in an emmet hill, to be devoured. Snakes-ftoge, Holler, being 
bound to the belly of one that hath the dropfie, it drieth and drin- 
keth up the water thereof, it is got by hanging a water ſnake up by 
the taile over a veſicl of water, and after fome houres or dayes he is 
reported to vom't a ſtone for that purpoſe. Diamond, is the hardeſt 
of all ſtones, it helpeth againſt f:ares inthe night, melancholy, and 
aduſt choller,it is reported to ſtrengthen the heait,and make thoſe un< 
daunt:d that weare it ; yet unfortunate, Milſtozr, Ald:ovand, Hip- 
poc. is uſed to caule conception, it h.ndereth the violence of m1Jk, be- 

ing powdered and mix2d with rofin,it's uſed as a cataplaſme,and u's 


uſed againſt hard churades, Paulus ſubſtitutcth it, in the ſtead of the * 


fire fone;vho againſt the dyſ-ntery,heated a piece of a milſtonz,put- 
ting the baked leaves of lecks theicon with vinzger for uſc.Gl:ſſop:tra, 
Aldroand. diverſ: authors commend it for diverſe purpoſes, ſome 
againk witchcraft,others againſt poyſon, which they affirme ſweareth 
in the preſcnce thereot, though Porttys denicth it, G-ſner commen- 
derh it aga.nit intoxicat.ons,others conparcthe yertues thereof ro thoſe 


of bows, and burned ivory, it being found in a very dry earth,and for 


the moſt part in the mines of bole; as alſo to thoſe of the Rhmoceros, 
and it's much commended 2gainſt dangerous feavers;and to expel! the 
{mall 
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{mall-pocks, furrhermore ir helperh againſt wormes z morc"thati 
bezoar, there being nothing rhat more refiſterh purrefaQian, it/be» 
ing of a moſt dry nature. Chlonites, 18 of the nature of toad-fiene, 
fo Aldrov. as allo of the belemnites and ſnakes eggs, therefore ſome 
fay thar it helps againſt igtuning, and poyſon, the firſt being ſaid 
to ſwear when poyſon is preſent, and the other cauſing ſicep and vi- 
Rory,&c, Encel. it hath the ſame vertue, as ofiracites, Haibod. the 
magicians thought that being held under the rongue it cauſed them 
toforerell things to come, Trochites, Agric. Aldrov. as alſo Entro- 
chos, have great affinity ro the loadſtone , and being poudered, and 
taken with warm water helperh the difficulty of urine, and breaketh 
the ſtone of the bladder and reins,and performeth the other effeRs of 
the Jewes-ſtone. Ammites, Aldrov. it being bound to the arme on the 
grieved fide, doth nor - eaſe the paine of the reines, but breaketh 
and expelleth the ſtone alſo, being of the nature of the nephritick 
ſlone, Animochryſus, Aldrov.being powdered ſerverh only to dry up ink 
in writ.ngs , and is therefore called writers duſt, Sard-ſtone, is 
very dry faith 4l4rovand,ſticking to the tongue like Armenian earth, 
and may be uſcd in ſtead thereof, therefore Eraſizs ſaith it was much 
uſed in Germany. it's commended againſt fraftures , being made

alſo 27.4. therceF tazen prevent the infeRion of rhe plague, and kill 
wormes. Crucifer, Aldrov. ſome aftirnie, that being worne upon the 
erieved part, it helps the nephritick griete, and iliack paſſion, Eeing 
as a moſt precious amulet. Boet; being worne upon the $skinne ir 
ſoppeth bleeding in any part, and cauſcth much milk, alſo ir curerh 
all agues,and is by ſome commended againſt phantaſnes. YVartolatus, 
Aldrov. Patrit, bing worne about the neck,fo that it may touch the 
skinne, it draweth out the ichor of the ſmall pocks ro the skinne, 
and preſent'y freeth from the danger thei eof, which ſome ſay it doth 
by ſignature: alſo applied to ths eycs,or other parts it defender = 
rom 
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from the hurt thereof, Praſius, Aldrov.. is commended againſt dim? 
neile of rhe cycs, Albert. Mag. it hath the vertues of the Jaſper, and 
Emerald. ſome ſay it recreates the vitall ſpirits, IHercat. it looſerh 
It's greennefle when poyſon is preſent, which cannor be reſtored, ex- 


cept by much waſhing, Malachites, Aldrov. ſome report that be-" 


ing uſed it keepeth from lightning , perturbation of the mind , 


contagion, fcares, and witcheraft, and it's therefore hung about the - 


necks of children. alſo it's uſed as an amuler againſt the ſyncope, 
paines, rupture, and falls; the powder drunk with milk helps the col- 
lick,heart-ach,by purging, gr.6. thereof ſerving in ſtead of antimonie, 
ſo Boet. the ſame drunk with a little honey provokerh the termes, 
and cureth ſpaſmes being applied with a moiſt linnen cloth, mixed 
with aqua vitz it cureth virulent ulcers. Crat, being applicd to the 
ſtomach, ir ſtrengrhnerh it, and agreeth therein with jaſper, ſo uſed, 
Heliotropium, Aldrov, it hath very great affinity co the Jaſper, and is 
therefore thought to have the vertues of the ſame. it refiſterh poy- 
ſon,and ſtopperh bleeding in any part, Boct. being worne, it hinde- 
xeth the generation of the ſtone, helps the concoion of the ſtomach, 
and epilephie. Marbod. it was thought formerly to help to forete!! 
things, and make inviſible him that wore it, which is both ſuperſti- 
tious and fabulous.
